This information had been yiven/ffk 
to Agent Papich by James Angleton, CIA , on a strictly 
confidential basis.

On September 18, 1958, Angleton advised that he had 
been instructed by General Cabell to officially advise the 
Bureau that Tfisner had suffered a nervous breakdown and that 
he was a patient at the Shepherd Pratt Hospital located near 
Baltimore, Maryland . Angleton stated that he also had been 
. instructed to officially ask the Bureau to keep CIA apprised 
of any information coming to our attention concerning Wisner. 
- i&ngleton elaborated by stating that undoubtedly stories will 
be circulated concerning Wisner * s mental illness and CIA 
wanted to be informed of any particulars relating to Wisner r s 
condition which could have a bearing on the security of CIA 
operations ^^^Y
